During the recent four-day storm, the 
clouds unleashed 9.36 inches of rain in 
Lompoc, Motorists who attempted to nav­ 
igate the city’s streets swore with vigor 
and frequency that the entire rainfaill 
had collected in a few key street inter­ 
sections. 
Dozens of vehicles stalled at the var­ 
ious intersections after their operators 
had mistakenly gauged the depth of the 
water and then mentally calculated as to

whether their engines would remain high 
and dry. 
Most vehicles which managed to hiss 
and putt-putt through the small lakes end- 
ed up on the other side sans brakes and 
with considerable potential for an acci­ 
dent. About 25 cars actually were involv­ 
ed in fender-bender type accidents. It 
was only through the careful attention of 
motorists that more serious accidents 
didn’t occur. 
With the end of the rainy season still 
weeks away and a new storm arriving 


the possibility of new intersection lakes 
creating more hazards for pedestrians 
and motorists is a certainty. 


Obviously the problem is one of inef­ 
ficient drainage. The fact that most of 
Lompoc’s anatomy is 
reclined 
on a 
plane that is not sufficiently inclined 
compounds the problem. 


Officials say that for the most part, 
the city’s real estate drops off toward 
the Pacific at something akin to less 
than one per cent which hardly makes 


for rapid runoff of water. 
But there is a solution. 
Two ingredients would take care of 
the problem to the extent that the most 
severe storm during the tervyear cycle 
could be adequately handled. The ingre­ 
dients? Time and about $1 million dol­ 
lars. The first is obviously easy to come 
by since the problem has been with the 
city since it was incorporated in 1886. 
The million dollars is quite another 
thing — but it could be worse. 
Back in 1961 at the request of the City 


Council, the engineering firm of Penfield 
& Smith drew up a master plan of draiiv- 
age for the entire city. 
It was the opinion of the firm’s engi­ 
neers that the only practical method of 
solving the problem was to construct an 
underground drainage system. Their 
estimate on the price of such a project 
was about $3.4 million. At today’s inflat­ 
ed prices the same plan likely would have 
a $4-5 million price tag. 
But Public Works Director William S. 
Barret has another plan in mind which he 


thinks could achieve almost the same re­ 
sults as the Penfield & Smith plan but at 
one-fourth the cost. 


Barrett says his plan is keyed to an 
east-west drainage system and the re­ 
cent realization of a city-county project 
to open up a drainage system from H 
Street (just north of Weatherby’s Furni­ 
ture store) to O Street where it would tie 
into the end of the Miguelito Ditch makes 
his plan more practical now than ever.

Economic picture 
MOL funds in '70 
set at$576 million

President Johnson’s proposed Defense 
Department budget for Fiscal Year 1970 
is a whopping $80.6 billion — but it 
doesn’t contain major increases for the 
Manned Orbiting L ab program at Van- 
denberg. 
Program officials were hoping that 
the program, already lagging years be­ 
hind schedule, might get a fund boost 
in 1970 that would help to get the first 
man into space from a West Coast launch­ 
ing pad by 1970 or 1971. If anything, 
the proposed budget will force the ini­ 
tial manned launch from Vandenberg 
into 1972. 
The Fiscal Year 1969 MOL fund pack­ 
age underwent serious surgery and fi­ 
nally emerged $85 million less than had 
been earmarked. The 1969 final figure 
was put at $515 million. Officials had 
been hoping that the funds cut out this 
year would be restored in 1970 but 
alas it didn’t come about. Next year’s 
budget contains onlv $576 million for 
the MOL. 
Officials close to the scene insist that 
the MOL is in no trouble and remains 
among the Air Force’s top priority 
items. Testimony to support this posi­ 
tion is to be found among the steel gird­ 
ers rising to the sky on South Vanden­ 
berg. The construction and instrumen­ 
tation work on the project is proceed­ 
ing although at a pace dictated by fund­ 
ing stretchouts and production priori­ 
ties. 
Next year’s funding prospects may not 
be so rosy as many would like, but all 
available barometers indicate the local 
economy will take an upward swing in 
terms of people and money. The MOL 
will be only partially responsible since 
numerous other construction projects 
are in the mill which require both peo­ 
ple and money. 
Just how high a swing the economy 
will take during the present calendar 
year is impossible to predict at this 
time because the variables are many 
and complex. 
Several base companies plan to add 
from 100 to 300 personnel to their 
roles as they quicken their pace on MOL 
and other range contracts. Additional­ 
ly, the military and dependent roles 


should grow to some extent as the re­ 
placements report in to fill the slots 
vacated by first-term airmen who were 
discharged as much as 11 months ahead 
of time. 
The present unofficial population fig­ 
ures for the Lompoc Valley show that 
approximately 49,466 people live in the 
city, on base, in the two satellite com­ 
munities and the rural areas. This is 
off slightly from the close of 1966 when 
49,778 people were living within the 
same area. 
Interestingly enough, the city is up 
about 700 during the same period but 
Vandenberg is down almost 2,000. This, 
of course, 
is 
partially 
attributable 
to the early release of hundreds of first 
term airmen. 
Judging from the information availa­ 
ble to date, 1969 in the Lompoc Valley 
will produce a general economic up­ 
swing but there will be no boom. How­ 
ever, officials hasten to point out that 
booms require definition. By way of ex­ 
ample, in 1957 when Lompoc was a com­ 
munity of some 6,500 people, an input 
of 200 persons created sizeable econom­ 
ic shock waves and exerted severe de­ 
mands on the housing market. But to­ 
day, when Lompoc is a city of more than 
7,000 dwelling units with a large busi­ 
ness area, an input of several thousand 
people would go almost unnoticed by 
those not accustomed to observing such 
activities. 
Aside from the base, the city and the 
Chamber of Commerce have been active­ 
ly wooing new industries and have es­ 
tablished some contacts which could 
produce results. Additionally, the an­ 
nouncement this week that airline serv­ 
ice is to be initiated here will add to the 
attractiveness of Lompoc as a place 
to locate new businesses. 
Still standing in the wings like a re­ 
luctant debutante is the Lompoc Nar­ 
rows Dam project. If 1969 should prove 
the year when the feasibility study gets 
the final okay, things could begin hap­ 
pening locally that would set the develop­ 
ment patterns for years into the future. 
Although funding and construction on the 
project would take many years, total 
approval for such a monumental proj­ 
ect would serve to motivate many econo­ 
mic moves which would benefit the 
Valley. 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communists shot 
down a clearly marked U.S. helicopter 
ambulance carrying soldiers wounded in 
battle, killing all seven men aboard, 
military spokesmen said today. 
They said the UH1 helicopter, paint­ 
ed with large red crosses, fell to guer­ 
rilla fire Thursday night in the Central 
Highlands and was the 999th American 
chopper downed by the Communists in 
the 
Vietnam 
war. 
It held three men 
wounded in combat plus four crewmen. 
Observers said it was the first such 
incident since the United States halted 
the bombing of North Vietnam Nov. 1. 


Burglars hit

Burglars broke into the United States 
Post Office in Buellton last night and es­ 
caped with 
an estimated $10,000 in 
stamps, $1,000 cash, and 1,800 blank 
money orders, Sheriffs officials report­ 
ed today. 
Each of the money orders has a maxi­ 
mum potential of $100, but the burglars 
would have to have proper stamping de­ 
vices in order to exchange them for 
money, the officials said. 
The stamps were in various denomi­ 
nations, the report indicates. 
The burglary occurred sometime be. 
tween the regular closing last night at 6 
p.m., and 7:15 a.m., when the first em­ 
ploye arrived for work. 
Inspector R L. King told the Record 
preliminary investigation this morning 
revealed the burglars entered the Post 
Office by prying a window open with a 
pry bar. The burglars then broke into a 
safe by “ peeling” the bottom off. Desks 
and cabinets were also rifled, but noth­ 
ing apparently was taken, King said. 
King speculated that the burglars used 
a gray-colored postal mail bag to cart 
away the loot.

On Oct. 2 guerrillas shot down two red- 
crossed medical helicopters but no one 
was reported killed. 
The UH1 crashed and burned 250 
n.iles north of here after being hit 
while evacuating the three wounded men 
from a battlefield 23 miles northwest of 
the city of Pleiku. Two of the crew­ 
men were medics who also were train­ 
ed to fire the helicopter’s twin 30 cali­ 
ber machine guns —but they were under 
orders not to fire unless first fired upon. 
The chopper bore red crosses on each 
side and on the nose. A U.S. spokes­ 
man said the rules of war laid down by 
the Geneva Conventions hold such craft 
are not to be fired upon. But in Viet­ 
nam the Communists have not obeyed 
the world law, the spokesman said. 
Valuable statue

A bronze statue by the French sculp­ 
tor Auguste Rodin has reportedly disap­ 
peared from a cabinet in Lompoc Air­ 
port office on North H St., and Sheriffs 
officials say it is listed as part of the loot 
taken in a burglary this week. 


William Riggs, airport official, and 
owner of the statue reportedly told depu­ 
ties the statue was titled, “ Rape of the 
Sabine Woman,” and is valued at $7,500 
to $10,000. The statue depicts two men 
and a woman in a scene 15 inches high 
and weighing about 10 pounds, accord­ 
ing to the report.

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Ky in Paris with warning on 
eve of "serious" peace talks 


Ambulance copter downed 
by enemy; seven killed 


PARIS ( UPI) — Vice President Ngu­ 
yen Cao Ky of South Vietnam arrived 
today for the Paris talks on Vietnam 
warning his country wanted peace but 
not at the price of Communist domina­ 
tion. 
Stepping off a jetliner at Orly air­ 
field on the eve of full-scale bargaining 
on his country’s future, Ky served no­ 
tice his countrymen will not let them­ 
selves be “ conquered by force.” 
“ I wish to affirm that the Republic 
of Vietnam is sincere and ready in the 
hope to achieve a just and lasting peace 
and to end a war which has inflicted 
sufferings and losses on the people of 
Vietnam for over a decade,” Ky said. 


He said, “ I hope that the people on the 
other side will show similar goodwill.” 
“ Peace can be restored as soon as 
the Communists abandon their scheme 
of expansion by force,” Ky said. 
A few hours later, Ky met with U.S. 
delegation chief Henry Cabot Lodge for 
final coordination of allied strategy at 
the opening session of the expanded 
talks Saturday. 
The meeting took place a few hours 
after Ky flew in from Saigon, warning 
that although South Vietnam wanted peace 
it would never accept a settlement which 
would mean Communist domination. 
The meeting at Ky’s residence came as 
allied diplomats said both the American 


and South Vietnamese delegations have 
concluded they would be entering the ne­ 
gotiations from a position of “ strength.” 
Diplomats said the two allies would 
enter the talks with the full backing 
of all the countries actively supporting 
the allied war effort. 


The last endorsement came from New 
Zealand premier Keith Holyoake who 
met with Lodge for 45 minutes today 
before discussing Asian problems with 
French President Charles de Gaulle. 


Ky’s statement bore out diplomatic 
reports that South Vietnam, at Satur­ 
day’s opening session of the historic 
conference, will demand that the Com- 


munists stop the subversive war against 
Saigon as a pre-condition to peace. 
“ The 
Vietnamese people fervently 
hope for peace —but they are absolute­ 
ly opposed to Communist domination. 
They cannot be conquered by force,” 
Ky said, adding he was wishing “ good 
success to the I*aris talks.” 


Ky confirmed in answer to newsmen’s 
questions that Saigon planned to start 
replacing American groops as soon as 
practicable. 


“ This is a project which is a part 
of our national policy. We plan to as­ 
sume more and more respou*#*Httes 
in the defense field,” he said. 


Pueblo chief 
in secret 
testimony 


CORONADO, Calif. (UPI) - Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher went behind closed 
doors today to tell a naval Court of In­ 
quiry top secret details about the cap­ 
ture of the USS Pueblo. 
Bucher was joined in the executive 
session before the five-admiral court 
by two Navy captains from Japan who 
were on duty when the intelligence ship 
was seized off North Korea a year ago. 


Appearing grim and solemn, although 
with 
hi£ composure 
restored after 
Thursday’s emotional ordeal, Bucher 
moved into a conference room guarded 
by Marines at 9 a.m. PST. 
A short time later the two captains 
went into the room. They were Capt. 
Thomas L. Dwyer, at the time Assist­ 
ant Chief of Staff for Intelligence, Naval 
Forces Japan, and Capt. Forrest Pease, 
Chief of Staff for Commander, U.S. Nav­ 
al Forces Japan. 
Bucher was expected to resume tes­ 
timony at the outset. He will talk about 
just what classified intelligence doc­ 
uments were captured by the Commu­ 
nists.

Cheers greet bailed out 
strikers of SF College 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The first of 
483 demonstrators arrested during an il­ 
legal rally at San Franciscl State College 
were freed on bail today from a “ foil” 
city prison. 
A cheer greeted each of the strikers 
as he left the Hall of Justice after posting 
$315 bond and mingled with rain-soaked 
sympathizers on the building's steps. 
The militants, swept up in the largest 
mass arrest in the city’s history, faced 
arraignment on charges of failure to 
disperse, unlawful assembly and disturb­ 
ing the peace. 
The first was freed 12 hours after 
300 city policemen Thursday swiftly sur­ 
rounded dissidents holding a campus 
rally forbidden by Acting President S. I. 
Hayakawa in his effort to restore order 
on the 18,000 student campus. 
The blue-helmeted police circled the 
strikers, who offered little resistance. 
But officers were later pelted with a 
barrage of rocks, bottles and sharpened 
posts by militants who escaped the trap. 
The demonstrators 
arrested were 
loaded into a fleet of paddy wagons and 
sheriffs vans for transportation to the 
Hall of Justice in downtown San Francis­ 
co. A crowd of chanting sympathizers 
gathered 
outside 
the 
hall 
in the 
rain Thursday night demanding their re­ 
lease, 
A small fire was started in one of the 
jail cells on the sixth floor, but police 
said it was quickly extinguished. 
The San 
Francisco State violence 
erupted less than 24 hours after a$500,- 
000 fire, set by arsonists, gutted an audi­ 
torium on the University of California’s 
nearby Berkeley campus — where nearly 
800 persons were arrested five years 
ago during a Free Speech Movement. 
Picketing began at Berkeley Wednes- 
day morning in support of the strike at 
San Francisco State. 
Hayakawa described Thursday's dis­ 
turbance as “ an act of desperation” by 
militants because support was “ dying 
out” for two strikes currently in prog­ 
ress. 
The Black Students Union and the 
Third World Liberation Front struck 
Nov. 6 to back 15 demands for improve­ 
ments on behalfof minority groups. Mem­ 


bers of the American Federation of 
Teachers joined the picket lines Jan. 6 
seeking educational reforms. 
Hayakawa showed newsmen 10 pool 
balls and several 2x2 sticks which were 
thrown at police, who also reported find- 
ing a loaded revolver, a teargas gun and a 
few knives. 
The Acting President said the uproar 
would cause no change in the school's 
schedule for final exams to begin Mon­ 
day and the spring semester to start 
Feb. 17. 
“ Hopefully, 
the 
Black 
Studies 
department will be ready to function as 
the semester starts,” said Hayakawa 
in nothing that Dr. Nathan Hare, slab 
ed to head the department, was among 
tnose arrested. 
Others taken into custody included Ben 
Stewart, chairman of the BSU, and Rog­ 
er Alvarado, a leader in the Third World 
movement. 
In Sacramento, Gov. Ronald Reagan re­ 
iterated his support for Hayakawa’s hard- 
line stand and said he had no plans to 
call out the National Guard. 
“ We have and we have had in contiiv 
ued operation an emergency plan in the 
eventuality of its necessity,” Reagan 
said. “ We will support the administra­ 
tion with whatever force is necessary, 
bqt so far the local authorities have been 
able to handle the situation,” 
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Blizzard drives across 
nation; mercury dives

According to Barrett, if the 
catch basin north of Weather- 
by’s was better engineered and 
had minor improvements from 
H Street east to A Street, the 
east-west channel then could 
carry most of the water from the 
east side of H Street and north 
and south of Ocean Avenue. Pre­ 
viously, the water had to be di­ 
rected toward Miguelito Ditch to 
the west of the city. ^ 
“ With flie east-west drainage 
we could construct underground 
drains at key locations to col­ 
lect the major runoff in the 
southeast, northeast and east 
sections of the city. This would 
eliminate most of the problems 
we now have with intersections 
flooding,” he predicts. 
It is the underground sys­ 
tem that would prove the expen­ 
sive element of the plan. ” . . . 
about $1 million,” he says. 
Barrett puts little store by 
such suggestions that culverts 
be constructed at the major pro­ 
blem intersections on Ocean 
Avenue 
and 
H Street. “ The 
grade is so slight that we would 
be moving water uphill. Addi­ 
tionally, if we move the water 
from there, we have to put it 
somewhere else and there is no 
place to put it.” 


He 
also deflates any sug­ 
gestions that the city could em­ 
bark on a piecemeal schedule 
and do so much of the work each 
year until the project is com­ 
plete. 
“ It would take too long to real­ 
ize any benefit that way. It has 
to be done all at once to prove 
effective. The only practical 
method is to start at the point 
where the water is to be re­ 
ceived, such as the east-west 
channel and then work backward 
until the source of the water is 
reached,” he says. 
The public works director has 
been giving some attention to 
his project but not too much. 
“ Such a plan takes time and I 
just have not had that much to 
devote to it,” he says. 
Barrett has set no deadline 
at this point for submitting his 
thoughts to the City Council so 
just what their views on the sub­ 
ject would be is not known. 
Could be that if the present 
storm creates new lakes at city 
intersections and city officials 
find the going wet enough and 
receive enough complaints from 
irate motorists, the officials 
may suggest that the public 
works director be a bit more 
energetic in preparing and pre­ 
senting his drainage study.

SAN MATEO, Calif. (UPI) - 
Black Panther George Murray, 
pivotal figure in the turmoil at 
San Francisco State, was jailed 
early today on suspicion of car­ 
rying a concealed weapon. 
Police said Murray and some 
companions were stopped by the 
California Highway Patrol and 
that Murray was arrested after 
he was found to be carrying an 
automatic. 


Murray, minister of educa­ 
tion for the militant organiza­ 
tion, was fired from his posi­ 
tion as an English instructor by 
the state board of trustees af­ 
ter he made a speech allegedly 
advocating that black students 
at the campus arm themselves. 


His reinstatement to a teach­ 
ing position is one of 15 de­ 
mands of militant students who 
struck the campus a few days 
after Murray’s reassignment. 
The strike still goes on 11 
weeks later and Thursday pro­ 
duced the greatest mass arrest 
in San Francisco history when 
more than 400 persons were 
jailed for holding an illegal 
rally. 


Murray meanwhile is involved 
in a complex tangle of charges 
and court appearances. He was 
put on probation after b e i n g 
found guilty of battery stem­ 
ming from an invasion of t h e 
campus newspaper office. 


He was then accused of vio­ 
lating probation for his role in 
demonstrations on the campus. 
He was also later charged with 
disturbing the peace, failure to 
disperse, unlawful 
assembly 
and inciting a riot during a 
J emonst ration Dec. 3. 
He returns to court Feb. 7on 
the former charge and is free 
on 
$815 
bail on the latter 
charges.

Military does an about-face

A new program called “Op­ 
eration Transition“ has put a 
reverse spin on at least one 
phase of the military’s person­ 
nel recruitment policies. 
Time was when the military 
spent all of its recruitment ef­ 
forts attempting u> entice quali­ 
fied young men and 
avail themselves 
. - *- 
reers. Once the men and women 
donned the uniform, there was 
another concerted effort aim­ 
ed at getting them to re-enlist. 
Time and policies change. 
Now, once a military mem­ 
ber decides that he Is not going 
to re-up, the military goes out 
of its way to help him transi­ 
tion to civilian life. 
Department of Defense rec­ 
ords forecast that in 1969, ap­ 
proximately 800,000 military 
personnel will make the transi­ 
tion from uniform to mufti — a 
sizeable personnel resource 
pool. At Vandenberg alone, an 
estimated 65 persons monthly 
will be processed out of the 
military 
through 
Operation 
T ransition. 
The new Department of De­ 
fense program, initiated at the 
request of President Johnson in 
1967, has turned many military 
installations into happy hunting 
grounds for recruiters repre­ 
senting civilian contractors and 
other government agencies. 
The Los Angeles Police De­

part me nt has gone so far as to 
establish recruitment offices on 
some installations and has sent 
teams of recruiters as far north 
as Vandenberg AFB. 
Vandenberg has been cooper- 
ating with both Santa Barbara 
County and Lompoc to help fill 
personnel vacancies and both 
government agencies already 
have a number of former base 
personnel employed in a variety 
of jobs. 


One area where Operation 
Transition might prove especi­ 
ally beneficial to the county is 
in law enforcement. As a result 
of recent changes in manned 
strengths, the county now has 
an authorization for 168 per­ 
sons in the Sheriff’s Department 
but to date only 141 positions 
are filled, although active re­ 
cruitment and testing are now 
underway. 


Although most of the public 
attention is being focused on the 
law enforcement aspects of the 
new program because of the rap­ 
id expansion of the CHP, sher- 
iff and city police departments 
at this time, *11» program 
goes far beyond that,” explains 
Col. Roy Coggin. “We are at­ 
tempting to aid airmen return­ 
ing to civilian life by closing the 
gap between civilian and mili­ 
tary skills." 
Coggin, division personnel di­ 
rector, is of the opinion that

is now going on in urban ghet­ 
tos. “In the past many military 
personnel have been discharged 
and were inadequately prepared 
to assume jobs in the civilian 
communities. 
As a conse­ 
quence, many of them ended up 
in the ghettos and became a 
part of the problem. 


“Now, we try to help them 
prepare for the transition and 
often when they leave the serv­ 
ice they go directly into jobs. 
A man who is working and mak­ 
ing a living for his family is 
usually productive and active in 
community affairs. Often, peo­ 
ple in this category, serve in 
leadership roles which serve to 
improve conditions in the com­ 
munity in a constructive way," 
Coggin said. 


At the present, Operation 
Transition at Vandenberg is 
primarily concered with coun­ 
seling those departing service 
and giving them assistance in 
finding jobs. •'We help them pre­ 
pare resumes and direct them 
to employment centers where 
their skills might be used. We 
also keep records of companies 
desiring certain skills but we 
do not run an employment of­ 
fice as such," he explained. 
In many instances, the airmen 
who pass through Operation 


counterpart in civilian life. In 
those instances, the individual 


requires little assistance oth­ 
er than counseling and resume 
preparation. “But we also con­ 
duct a postal training school and 
a type of on-the-job training 
program which helps to prepare 
untrained airmen for new ca­ 
reers in civilian life," Cog­ 
gin said. 


The postal school has gradu­ 
ated 73 airmen since its incep­ 
tion last year. These airmen 
are now certificated and can go 
to any Post Office in the na­ 
tion and apply for a job on the 
basis that they are trainined 
for the position. “In other, in­ 
stances, if an airman is un­ 
trained but would like to become 
a welder or carpenter or the 
like, we work with his section 
and get him released for so 
many hours weekly. 
During 
those hours he goes to the base 
shops and learns a new skill 
by working directly with the peo­ 
ple who do the type of work he 
wants to learn,” the personnel 
director said. 


Since the program was initia­ 
ted at Vandenberg last year, 
Crocker Citizens Bank in Lom­ 
poc, the city and the Federal 
Electric Corp. on base have 
hired personnel made available 


through the program. 
Sam Hall, a retired technical 
sergeant, 
came to work for 
Lompoc this week. Although he 
did not obtain his job direct­ 
ly through Operation Transi­ 
tion, he illustrates how military 
personnel of all ages and job 
training can be hired for posi­ 
tions that cities and counties 
sometimes find difficult to fill. 


Hall, 43, was a traffic control­ 
ler at Vandenberg. As such, he 
brought aircraft in to safe land­ 
ings by radar. He now is run­ 
ning the desk at the Lompoc 
Police Department and as such 
he dispatches police vehicles, 
takes all incoming calls and 
evaluates the type of response 
needed to handle the situation. 
A job not too unlike the one 
he was trained for in the serv­ 
ice. 


Hall, a Virginia born man, 
decided on staying in Lompoc 
because he and his wife like the 
climate and the community plus 
he has a daughter in high school. 
Col. Coggin says there are 
many people on Vandenberg like 
Hall. “Of the 65 a month who 
retire or leave the service, 
many express a desire to re­ 
main here,” he says. Operation 
T ransition may help many get 
their wish and prove an asset 
to the community at the same 
time.

The 
script i n c l u d e d a scene 
where the American dele­ 
gation to an international 
meeting in Paris objects to 
the presence in the French 
delegation of a man they be­ 
lieve is a spy. 
Hitch set the scene up for 
one of his trademarked com­ 
plicated s h o t s . The hall 
where the meeting takes 
place is long and narrow, 
beautifully furnished wi t h 
c r y s t a l chandeliers, tap­ 
estries on the wall, gilt col­ 
umns and marble fireplaces. 
Into the room come the 
delegations. The American 
group, 
h e a d e d 
by John 
Forsythe, 
spots 
the 
man 
they think is a spy (Michel 
Piccoli). Forsythe walks to 
the 
French 
group, 
panto­ 
mimes his objections. They 
shake their heads. He goes 
back to his own side, relays 
their refusal. Several times, 
he 
goes 
back 
and 
forth. 
Eventually, the French ac­ 
quiesce and Piccoli angrily 
leaves the room. 


This was all to be shot in 
one long take, from a cam ­ 
era on a truck crane. It was 
supposed to dolly back as 
the men cam e in. then zoom 
in on Piccoli’s face as he is 
ordered out of the room.

It was a scene they hated 
and loved at the same time

A Baker’s Pride: 
Pinwheel Cake

Many women still take pride in their home baking. They 
seem to delight in making special treats. For them, this 
pinwheel cake recipe will be welcome. 
It comes from “ The Country Cook Book,” written by Ed­ 
ward Harris Heth. 
PIN W H EEL CAKE 
Dissolve a yeast cake in 2 cups lukewarm milk with 1 tea­ 
spoon salt and */4-cup sugar. Add a beaten egg and 3 cups 
flour; beat, then add xk -cup melted butter and enough addi­ 
tional flour to make the dough easy to handle, about 2l/z 
to 3 cups, though the dough should remain somewhat sticky. 
Knead it lightly on a floured board, place in greased bowl 
and let it rise double. Poke down and let rise again until 
double. Now pinch dough off into balls no larger than wal­ 
nuts. Dip some of these into melted butter, then a mixture of 
brown sugar and chopped pecans. Dip the others in melted 
butter, then a mixture of finely chopped almonds, granulated 
sugar and cinnamon. Alternate these balls in a buttered ring 
mold, piling them 2 layers high, strewing a few candied 
cherries (halved) between them. Let rise about an hour and 
bake at 375 degrees for 30 minutes or until done.

He’s paying, too, for 
he experience he lost while 
playing for the U.S. Olympic 
Dasketball team. 
Several NBA rookies — like 
San Diego’s Elvin Hayes and 
Baltimore’s 
Westley Unseld 
— found the Olympics econom­ 
ically unfeasible. So they skip­ 
ped the games, as did UCLA 
:enter Lew Alcindor who re­ 
fused to consider it. 
Partially due to his Mexico 
City trip, then, Hosket is av­ 
eraging 1.9 points and his play­ 


ing time percentage is even 
sm aller. Not too impressive for 
the Knicks’ No. 1 draft choice 
— certainly not impressive for 
a man earning $30,000 a year. 
Hosket, however, says it was 
worth it. 
“ Winning the gold medal is 
the 
greatest 
feeling in the 
world,” he says. “ I was at 
Ohio State for four years and 
I developed the normal amount 
of school loyalty. But this was 
different. It’s something you 
do for your country instead of 
for your school.” 
A two-time All-American at 
Ohio State, Hosket averaged 
eight points in eight games 
during the Olympics. “ It wasn’t 
much like the NBA, though,” 
he admitted. “The people here 
are so much bigger and strong­ 
er. Anyway, you can’t just come 
into this league and play.” 
Some do, fellows like Hayes 
and Unseld, but New York has 
more talent than most NBA 
teams. At the moment, there is 
no place for Hosket in the 
Knicks’ lineup. 
“ I’m 
waiting,” 
the 228- 
pound forward said. “ It’s al­ 
ways tough sitting on the bench, 
but it’s an adjustment almost 
every rookie has to make. I 
think I can make it here.” 


Hill Hosket 
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'While he’s waiting, Hosket - 
who describes 
himself as a 
“ rookie 
rookie” — says 
he 
receives advice 
from team­ 
mates. 
“ On the floor, Willis Reed 
helps me on defense,” he says. 
“ Bill Bradley talks to me on 
the bench about offense. He 
helps out on the floor, too. 
He’s the kind of player who can 
think and play at the same 
tim e.” 
Hosket, however, doesn’t get 
much help from one Knickplay­ 
er. Don May, 22, the Knick’s 
No. 2 draft choice, is a rookie, 
too. 
“ We played all four years 
together at Dayton’s Belmont 
High School,” Hosket said. “ We 
probably would have gone to the 
same college if it hadn’t been 
for our families. My father went 
to Ohio State and Don lived about 
two blocks from the University 
of Dayton.” 
Now Hosket and May see a lot 
of each other —on the Knicks’ 
bench. 
“ This is a good ball club,” 
says Hosket, brushing back his 
blond hair, “but I think I can 
make it. In the meantime, I 
hope we can just keep winning. 
It’s always good to play for a 
winner.”

because, among other things, it 
led nowhere. 
Eighteen 
years 
ago, 
the 
infamous point-shaving college 
basketball scandal that swept 
the country touched here. In 
other places — like Kentucky, 
North Carolina State, Colum­ 
bia, NYU, CCNY and Manhat­ 
tan College — there were dec­ 
larations of shock and shame. 
Severe disciplinary action fol­ 
lowed. 
At Long Island University, 
where the basketball 
team 
was just arriving as a national 
power, officials chose simply to 
kill the sport. 
So, for six years LIU did 
not invest in so much as a bas­ 
ketball pump. All previous mo­ 
mentum was lost. Interest dwin­ 
dled. Then in 1957 Dr. William 
T. Lai, the school’s athletic 
director, began what he called 
“ Operation Rebound.” 
For 
four 
years 
Dr. 
Lai 
scrambled 
to put together a 
team and a schedule. It was 
not easy. For one thing, LIU 
did not have a gymnasium. Com­ 
petition was scarce. 
Then, eight seasons ago, he 
hired Roy Rubin. The rest is co­ 
lorful history. 
Four years ago LIU turned 
the orchestra section of Brook­ 
lyn’s 
famous old Paramount 
Theater into a basketball floor 
and the Blackbirds had a gym, 
complete with balcony boxes and 
padded chairs. 
“ My first office here was 
Rudy 
Vallee’s 
old dressing 
room,” says Rubin, smirking. 
“ The cushion seats make it good 
for coaches, though. Fans get 
so comfortable they sometimes 
fall asleep.” 
That's a Rubin joke because, 
you see, the Blackbirds don’t 
put many people to sleep these 
days. 
Last year, LIU completed its 
season as the No. 1 small col­ 
lege team in the nation. A bid 
to the big time, the National In­ 
vitational Tournament, follow­ 
ed. 
The 
Blackbirds 
were 


“ I’ve just been lucky,” says 
Rubin, 
now 40. “ I’ve gotten 
some good (New York) city 
kids and those kids have helped 
us recruit other city kids.” 
Rubin believes in New York 
schoolboy basketball. “ I do all 
my 
recruiting 
locally,” 
he 
says. “ I’ve got two kids from 
New Jersey and that’s about as 
far away as we go — we don’t 
spend a lot of money recruit­ 
ing.” 
Rubin credits most of his 
success, though, to a building 
— a$3 million, 16-story dormi­ 
tory that he modestly compares 
to “ a Miami Beach hotel.” 
The dorm, which also houses 
faculty and women students, is 
a big selling point to New York 
boys who want to live away from 
home at home. “ It’s been a tre ­ 
mendous 
help 
to 
our 
re­ 
cruiting,” he said. 
Meanwhile, Rubin is not aj> 
prehensive about LIU’s regain­ 
ed status. 
“ I never believed that the 
top small college teams were 
inferior to the university divi­ 
sion team s,” he said. “ I'm not 
too concerned about names or 
designations. If you’ve got good 
players, you’ll have a good team 
in any league.” 
But Rubin speaks not of NCAA 
championships. The effects of 
the 
scandal 
linger, however 
slightly. The road back is slip- 
pery. 
“ We just want to play good, 
equal competition,” he says. 
“ Basketball is not a matter of 
life and death . . . we just want 
to have as good a team as we 
can have within the rules of 
the NCAA.”

Great race for colleges underway 


The 
great race that takes 
place every year at this time is 
underway for most high school 
seniors. The chief runners in 
the race are the student, and 
and testing deadlines that he 
must meet if he is going to get 
into the college of his choice. 
One 
must 
remember that 
gaining acceptance into a col­ 
lege is a step-by-step process, 
and the sooner you begin, the 
better chance you will have of 
being accepted. In one sense of 
the matter vou’rechoosinervour 
entire future way of life. Al­ 
though making the wrong deci­ 
sion concerning a college is not 
the end of the world, one should 
carefully look at all aspects of 
the school he is going to attend 
before he sends his application. 
This will prevent transfers af­ 
ter the student has been ac­ 
cepted. 
It stands to reason that the 
best college for you is the one 
which caters to your personal 
needs. But there are a number 
of other factors you should con­ 
sider before you make a defi­ 
nite decision. Some of the ques­ 
tions you must ask yourself are: 
(1) Local college or away from 
home? (2) 
Large 
or small 
school? (3) Specialized school 
or liberal arts college? (4) 
What kind of social life do I 
want? 
Another thing many college 
bound seniors ask themselves 
is “ How can I learn about a 
college?“ The first thing you 
have to realize is that you can't 
learn everything about a college 
in advance. But there are var­ 
ious channels of information 
concerning the college that are 
open to you. 
Your guidance counselor is 
probably 
the 
first 
reliable 
source of information. Talk with 
your counselor about all the 
various aspects of the college 
you are trying to be admitted 
to. He can also effectively eval­ 
uate your grades and test scor­ 
es on the SAT and the ACT. He 
can also discuss with you your 
academic, extracurricular, and 
vocational interests. Your coun­ 
selor will assist you to match 
your personality to the most 
likely schools from knowledge 
based on his experience and 
background. He will also help 
you 
understand yourself and 
your opportunities. 
The college catalogue is us­ 
ually the second source of in­ 
formation. You can get one from 
any college by writing to the 
Dean of Admissions. The coun­ 
seling office and the public lib­ 
rary usually have a shelf full of 
these catalogues. 
Another valuable source of 
college information is the cam­ 
pus newspaper. This generally 
gives you an idea concerning 
the campus attitude towards 
everything important to a col­ 
lege. Is the newspaper serious, 
or is it a means for the editor 
and 
administration to filter 
their views into the student 
body? 
Undergraduates and college 
alumni are another excellent 
source of information. They 
can tell you firsthand the prob­ 
lems that will face you. Social 
life, the campus atmosphere, 
life in the dorms, the size of 
classes, and the fraternity sys­ 
tems are topics that the alumni 
are most helpful with. 
An actual visit to the campus 
would benefit the potential stiw 
dent greatly. Check with your 
counselor to see if the college 
you plan on attending has a 
plan in which high school sen­ 
iors may visH the campus for 


a few days and actually see 
whats really happening at the 
school. 
The thing that bothers most 
students preparing for college 
is finding out the way that 
the college evaluates the appli­ 
cant. Most colleges consider 
your grade point average a 
good indication of the caliber of 
work of which you are capable 
of doing. And if you’ve taken a 
lot of ‘snap’ courses just to 
raise your grade point aver­ 
age to a good level, the admis­ 
sions officer will find you out. 
Entrance examination scores 
also play a big part in the sel­ 
ection of high school students 


for admission into the college. 
Among the most common test­ 
ing exams are the ACT and the 
SAT. 
Recommendations 
are 
also important because some­ 
times a college will accept a 
student on the basis of recom­ 
mendations 
even 
though his 
grade point average is below 
that of normal acceptance. 


And perhaps the most im­ 
portant fact to remember about 
considering the 
college you 
plan to attend is that a college 
graduate, on the average, makes 
twice as much money as the 
person who only finished high 
school, during his lifetime.

This years P ierra Royal, the 
Cabrillo High yearbook, will go 
on sale for the last time Mon­ 
day, January 27.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
new federal budget as it now 
stands 
calls 
for 
a 
penny 
increase in first class postal 
rates. Again. 
Unless President Nixon revi­ 
ses the budget, or Congress 
decides otherwise, it will cost 7 
cents to mail a letter in fiscal 
1970. Which is more than most 
letters are worth. 
The general public probably 
isn’t aware of this, but one 
reason postal rates keep going 
up is because more and more 
mailmen are being bitten by 
dogs. 
Jam es H. Rademacher, pres­ 
ident of the National Associa­ 
tion of Letter C arriers recently 
reported that dog-bite casual­ 
ties had risen 20 per cent in a 
two-year period. 
More than 
10,000 postmen 
were bitten in 1967 with 1,000 of 
the 
injuries 
being 
serious 
enough to require hospitaliza­ 
tion or other medical treatm ent. 
The thing about these figures 
that pains me is the fact that 
every tim e some pooch takes a 
hunk out of a postman, it nips 
the rest of us inthepocketbook. 
“ The Department of Labor 
estim ated that every disabling 
injury in the federal service 
costs 
the 
taxpayers 
$545,” 
Rademacher said. 
On the basis of that estim ate, 
dog bites are adding well over 
half a million dollars a year to 
the postal deficit. Which adds 
up to a lot of stam ps. 
In effect, then, those of us 
who 
don’t 
own 
dogs 
are 
subsidizing dog owners. A dog 
owner pays the sam e amount 
for stamps that I do. But my 
stamp bill may be going up in 
part because of his hound's 
teeth. 
I resent this. Bitterly. And the

aggrieved.

The action occurred while 
the 
joint 
Marine-Vietnamese 
force was conducting a patrol 
into the village of Dao Dau, a 
suspected 
Viet 
Cong 
(VC) 
stronghold. 
“ We were checking out the 
entrance to a tunnel,” said 
Pfc. Larry M. Burch of Lom­ 
poc, “ When a Vietnamese wom­ 
an emerged. 
“ We detained her, and our 
suspicions 
about 
Viet 
Cong 
being in the vicinity were corv 
firmed when she agreed to lead 
us to where an enemy semi­ 
automatic rifle was hidden,” 
he added. 
The patrol found the rifle and 
were about to leave, when their 
captive told them of a tunnel 
nearby, where two VC were 
hiding. 
“ We approached the tunnel 
carefully and called for them 
to come out,” recalled Burch. 
“ We didn’t get an answer and 
so we heaved a couple of gre­ 
nades in, followed by a couple of 
rounds from our M-79 grenade 
launcher. 
“ We were expected to find 
VC,” continued the young Leath­ 
erneck, “ and were fully prepar­ 
ed when two of them came 
diving out of the tunnel firing 
at us with their AK-47 automat 
tic rifles. We retaliated and got 
them both.” 
The platoon was making its 
way back through the village 
after the fight, when they were 
taken under fire by enemy sold­ 
ie rs hidden in a grass hut bare­ 
ly visible through a tangle of 
bamboo and banana trees. 
“ We dove for cover,” re ­ 
called Burch, “ and opened up 
with everything we had — gre- 
nades, automatic rifle and m&- 
chinegun fire. Three Viet Cong 
tried 
to 
make 
their 
es­ 
cape through the door and we 
got them as they came out.” 
“ There was one left in the 
house,” said Burch, "and he 
started yelling 'Chieu Hoi’ (a 
term used by enemy soldiers 
wishing to surrender or turn 
them selves in to free world 
forces), so we stopped firing.” 
“ A few moments later the 
door opened again, and the VC 
cam e out. We were about to 
move in on him when he sud­ 
denly grabbed his rifle and 
started spraying the area with 
bullets. 
With 30 weapons aL 
ready trained on him, he didn’t 
last very long,” 
concluded 
Burch. 
The short but hectic action 
had cost the Viet Cong 7 killed, 
and one detainee. The VC also 
lost four automatic assault rif­ 
les, one sem i-autom atic rifle 
and one grenade launcher.

Campus free speech 


Last Sunday, Vernon I. Cheadle, chancellor of the Univer­ 
sity of California, Santa Barbara, issued a clear and defini­ 
tive statement regarding the right of free speech and advocacy 
on the campus by members of the University student body, fac­ 
ulty and administration and by off-campus speakers. 
Chancellor Cheadle plainly states that University policies do 
not now nor do they contemplate that advocacy or content of 
speech shall be restricted on University properties beyond the 
purview of the first and fourteenth amendments to the United 
States Constitution. 
The time, place and the manner of free speech and advocacy 
on the campus, however, are subject to regulations adopted by 
the Chancellor in discharging part of his responsibilities. 
Chancellor Cheadle explains that the regulations which he has 
put in effect were prepared with the widest possible participa­ 
tion of students, faculty and staff and are meant to help, not 
Surprise! 


The Advisory Commission on Tax Reform has some facts 
for Governor Ronald Reagan that will fortify a suspicion he 
and all of us have had for some time: taxes are higher than 
ever. 
Among the fiscal findings made by the Commission are: 
Californians during fiscal 1967-68, paid $26.5 billion in tax­ 
es to all levels of government. 
Of that astounding sum, 62 per cent, or five out of every 
eight tax dollars, went to Washington. The state got 20 per cent, 
local governments got the rest. 
About half of the tax total is in personal income and payroll

to hinder, the exercise of free speech and advocacy. 
But the warning is clear. Certain types of free speech are 
not protected by the first and fourteenth amendments. In fact, 
certain types of speech are unlawful. Incitement to riot, ob­ 
scenity, defamation and fraud are examples of such types. 
“The University, obviously, can offer no immunity to its stu­ 
dents, faculty and staff or to off-campus speakers from the 
processing of civil law when it is violated any more than it can 
restrict on campus the exercise of constitutionally secured 
rights of free speech and advocacy,” Chancellor Cheadle de­ 
clared. 
In very simple and plain language, unlawful speech by per­ 
sons on campus does not exempt them from civil prosecution 
merely because the violation occurred on University property. 
It is obvious that many of the campus militants today do not 
believe this simple statement of fact.

Big plus 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
U. Alexis Johnson’s appointment as un­ 
dersecretary of state for political affairs 
marks the fifth time in U.S. history 
that an active career diplomat has held 
so high a post. 
This is a man of unusual character, 
ability and experience. 
This reporter first 
ran across Johnson 
in 1936 when he was 
a language student in 
Japan. In 32 years 
covering the State 
* O 
Department in Wash- 
T 
-- 
ington and abroad, 
this writer has never 
met a finer career 
^ 
public official. 
You could disagree 
with Johnson’s con­ 
clusions at times. You could never dis­ 
agree with his honesty or ever believe 
that he acted from anything but the high­ 
est motivation. 


It is easy in hindsight to question 
some of his recommendations. Consider­ 
ing the information available at the 
time, this man acted logically and with 
surprising insight. 


He is no doctrinaire extremist. He 
knows that in foreign affairs there are 
no perfect solutions. There are often 
only the least undesirable of a variety 
of undesirable answers. 
Johnson is no dove and no hawk. He 
looks to long-run goals, rather than short­ 
term objectives. If the long-term aims 
demand accepting short-term losses, he 
will accept that logic. 


He is a man of no pretense. When he 
doesn’t know the answer, he does not 
pretend that he does. 
When he believes in a course of ac­ 
tion, he pursues it to the best of his 
ability. But he does not believe those 
who disagree are thereby frauds or fools. 
Johnson has spent many years in the 
thick of dealing with Communist crises 
and in meeting with Communist negotia­ 
tors. 
He was deputy assistant secretary of 
state for the Far East during the Ko­ 
rean war and truce negotiations and dep­ 
uty undersecretary of state for political 
affairs during the negotiations for a 
three-part government in Laos. 
In 1964 and 1965 he was deputy ambas­ 
sador in South Vietnam and was am- 
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bassador to C zechoslovakia in the stormy 
1953-58 period. He attended the Geneva 
conference on Vietnam and Korea in 
1954 and was co-ordinator of the Korea 
sessions. He spent much of 1955-57 ne­ 
gotiating with the Chinese Communists 
in Geneva and Warsaw on the return of 
U.S. prisoners and other major U.S.-Pe­ 
king problems. 
As a result, Johnson is under no il­ 
lusions about the difficulties and traps 
in negotiating with the Communists. He 
does not despair about the practicabil­ 
ity of such talks. 
He has not forgotten the lessons of 
Korea, Laos or Czechoslovakia. But he 
believes there are workable diplomatic 
paths to pursue inasmuch as the Com­ 
munist states and the United States live 
on the same globe.

cally any problem that existed. This 
could mean assistance in rural housing, 
job information, welfare, roads and most 
recently, education. 


The TAP programs were obviously 
not needed as much in Lompoc Valley 
as they were in such areas as Guada­ 
lupe and Los Olivos, but Donald Hensen, 
soil conservationist for the county, said 
a series of meetings spaced over the 
past year here indicated some need. Now 
the TAP programs are in a state of 
limbo pending decisions by new secre­ 
tary of agriculture Clifton Harden. Hen­ 
sen said the TAP programs could 
be 
accelerated, slowed down or abolished 
entirely. 


A Technical Action Panel is compos­ 
ed of representatives of agencies of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture and of other federal and state agen­ 
cies whose programs benefit rural peo­ 
ple. They have been available in the 
state, area or county wherever needed. 
On paper at least a panel contained 
the county or state FHA supervisor, 
Soil Conservation Service chief, and 
county office manager of Agricultural 
Stablization Conservation Service. The 
county agent of the Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service, was also invited to as­ 
sist, according to our information. 


In Lompoc the TAP program was in 
coordination with efforts of all bodies 
related to rural problems whether they 


"'ere soil, agricultural, housing, water, 
jobs or education. 
The Outreach program was set up 
under executive order 11307 which re­ 
quired all USDA field agencies to as­ 
sist other agencies of the federal govern­ 
ment in extending their programs into 
rural areas. 


It would be interesting to see some 
kind of objective survey on the good 
that has been accomplished, whether 
TAP may not in some instances be a 
duplication of effort, or whether there 
is here or there a spinning of wheels. 
In other words, let’s have Hardin scru­ 
tinize the program, analyze it and come 
up with some answers. 


W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Belief and hope 


WASHINGTON — What is really re­ 
markable is that it happened. In 1963 
after his defeat for the governorship of 
California no one except perhaps his 
nearest and dearest would have bet a plug­ 
ged nickel that Richard Nixon would 
someday be President of the United 
States. He had himself played an angry 
renunciation scene. 
In his extraordinary achievement — 
one of the miraculous political resur­ 
rections of all time — is the hope for 
the future. His patience, his diligence, 
his persistence, his low-keyed pursuit 
of the prize as he ate his way through 
hundreds of cold-comfort lunches and 
dinners to rise and speak as the cheer­ 
ful friend of all Republicans, this was 
the painstaking road of the quiet Amer­ 
ican.

Now he must break out of that frame. 
If one thing is clear this is the last 
chance for middle America; for govern­ 
ment by the quiet Americans, the kind 
of

anglo - saxon government 
that Nixon has put together. The pulls 
from the far right and the far left have 
abated somewhat 
in 
this pause of 
transition. 
There will be for the new President 
a period of grace. But it is bound to be 
of short duration, since beneath the sur­ 
face the deeply divisive forces are as 
strong as ever. 
Inaugural addresses are traditionally 
long on inspiration and short on com­ 
mitment, and certainly Nixon’s was no 
exception. He could never be accused 
of the “ inflated 
rhetoric” 
promising 
more than 
it 
can possibly deliver, 
which he decried as a sympton of the 
troubles of the recent past. In his call 
for lowered voices to quiet the dis­ 
cord he seemed to be laying down a first 
principle for the administration. In his 
address his tone was so understated, 
so carefully generalized, as to achieve 
a kind of all-purpose meaning that in its 
blandness had no real meaning at all. 
The Mormon Tabernacle Choir sing­ 
ing “This is My Country” set the 
theme. Here were the good people about 
whom the campaigning Nixon spoke so 
often. They want to believe that the new 
President can restore order, decen­ 
cy, civility, the values of the past. 
If the mood of the country can be 
guessed at, leaving out the fringe of 
extremists, it is one of belief and hope. 
Give him his chance. The drama of the 
changeover, a change of men, a change 
of parties, is charged with this desire

drama seemed under a cold, lowering 
sky. 
Only once before in the past 36 years 
years have the Republicans held the 
highest office in the land. Those were 
the eight Eisenhower years that Republi­ 
can interregnum provides little either 
as model or precedent for the new ad­ 
ministration. In 1953 it may have seem­ 
ed possible desirable even, to subside 
into the calm, unreflective ways of an 
earlier republicanism. 


The Eisenhower years were quiescent 
years. The general, a hero enshrined 
in the national pantheon beyond fear or 
favor, brought an end to the Korean war. 
His second most important act was to 
name Earl Warren as chief justice of the 
United States, although there is reas­ 
on to believe he had no realization of 
what a far - reaching influence Warren 
would exert on the high court. Other­ 
wise, for the most part — John Foster 
Dulles’ extravagant adventures in put­ 
ting paper pacts together, his extrava­ 
gant rhetoric, to one side —events de­ 
termined the shape of those years. 
The illusion of a calm return to the 
happier ways of the past is precisely the 
luxury Nixon cannot afford. Both at home 


and abroad he is presented with a ser­ 
ies of challenges that will not be ig­ 
nored. In the light of these insistent 
demands delay is in itself a form of de­ 
cision, and perhaps a fateful form. 
At his elbow as he decried the inflat­ 
ed rhetoric of the past was his prede­ 
cessor. Lyndon Johnson has been ac­ 
cused of every variety of inflation — in­ 
flation 
of 
America’s commitments 
around the world, monetary inflation, 
inflation of the Vietnam war, inflation 
of the office of the presidency iteself. 
Yet it adds up to what he claims as his 
epitaph: he tried. 
Ever since Nixon's election by sonar- 
row a popular majority Democrats in the 
liberal wing of the party have been 
smugly counting four years of the Nixon 
administration. Then Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy will return in triumph. But 
they should realize that they are con­ 
fronted with a Republican president who 
for the first time in 36 years is a mas­ 
ter politician. He won the highest marks 
in that department and he can do it 
again as he reshapes the grand old 
party in his own smooth, successful 
image.

In his story, Verne 
sent three men to the

Apollo 8’s 
command module was 12 feet high and 
carried three men. 
Verne’s ship weighed 12,231 pounds. 
Apollo 8 weighed 161 pounds more. 
The novelist’s spacecraft 
was shot 
into the air at a point on the Florida 
coast 100 miles from what is now Cape 
Kennedy, on December 11. 
It achieved a speed of 25,544 miles- 
per-hour. Apollo 8 at one time hit a 
speed of 24,200 miles-per-hour. 
Verne’s ship went into a 25-mile 
high moon orbit then splashed down in 
the Pacific. One of its passengers was 
named Andan; 
one of Apollo 8’s was 
Anders.
